TINNED MEATS IN EGYPT. 


The question of the importation of Ameri- 
can tinned meats into Egypt has aroused con- 
siderable interest in view of the recent terrible 
revelations as to its ingredients. A few days 
ago & correspondent wrote suggesting that 
the Alexandria Municipality should exercise 
some control, but we understand such duties 
do not come at present within the purview of 
the Municipality, Of course such functions 
are really municipal, but owing to commercial 
treaties considerable difficulties stand in the 
way. One step in advance in this direction 
has already been made, the Government haying 
approved only this week of the temporary 
measures drawn up by the Municipality for 
the control of frozen meat imports, As to 
canned and tinned meats, the Municipality is 
absolutely powerless to exert any control, and 
itis much to be regretted that such is the 
case It is to be hoped that the Egyptian 
Government will take up this question, for it is 
essential that there should be some method 
opening noisome foodstuffs being foisted 
or community, 

In another column we publish two letters from 
the Egyptian Agents for Mr, Armout’s food- 
stuffs, but we regret that their assertions 
cannot be considered to be of a character to 
satisfy the public, especially in view of the 
extraordinarily weak defence in Mr, Armour’s 
recently issued book “The Packers and the 
People.” The London newspaper criticism 


of this book deserves to be read side by siu- 
with the letterd of Mr, Armour's Egyptian 
Agents, The “Daily Mail” says :- 

On the question of meat-packing Mr. Armou; 
is cunningly silent. It is true that he ha 
much to say of the malice of his “yellow 
opponents, of the folly of axe-grinding, of the 
infamy of those “who do not care to come inta 
the open,” but even in the few pages which he 
does devote -“to cleanliness and sanitation, 
he is content with the vaguest assertion, 
Though he allows that the “slaughtering 4 
meat animals and converting them: into for, 


products is not a parlour business,” he is con. 


fident of his own and his colleagues’ rectitude 

“The sanitary conditions of the yards i, 
now pronounced to be practically perfect,” say. 
And he pleads for a cessation of criticisin 
on the ground of expediency. 

“The period of unwarranted and uninte| 
ligent criticism of the packers’”—thus he ar 
gues——“through which we are now passing 
directly affects this very large export element 
in our national prosperity, Every time ‘an 
American sensation-monger, political agitator, 
or writer for the ‘yellow’ periodicals seeks to 
uttract an audience by attacking the packers, 
he aims a blow at.the entire live stock sod 
meat-producing industry of the United States 
—at every cattleman, hog raiser, and sheep 
grower, and every person engaged ini the meat- 
producing and meat-distributing business,” 

Was there ever a more absurd argument 
advanced than this? We care not.a jot how 
many blows are aimed at the raisers of sheep 
and pigs. We are determined that pots of 
poisons shall not be. imported into England in 
order to help the meat-producing industry of 
the United States. And the remedy of the 
packers is simple and obvious, They may, if 
they will, invite a stringent inspection. Had 
they strengthened the hands of the Govern- 
ment a real measure of 1eform might already 
have been passed, and something like confidence 
restored to the buyers of Europe. Bat nothing 
has yet been done to satisfy the moderate and 
legitimate critics, and if the next balance-shect 
of Packingtown shows a deplorable decrease 
in profits, the fault will be the packers’, and 
the packers’ only. : 

Indeed, nothing is stranger in this contro- 
versy than the levity of those who would send 
their cans of mystery broadcast over the earth, 
If there are falsehood and exaggeration in the 
statements of their opponents, surely it. would 
be easy to expose the falsehood and to miti- 
gate the exaggeration. To do this Mr. Armour 
makes no attempt. He finds it wiser in dithy- 
rambic strains to hymn the glories of his craft. 
He represents himself as an Atlas, who bears 
upon his shoulders the industry of America. 
If we may believe him, “nothing short of the 
vast and highly organised packiog industry as 
it stands to-day, with its immense capital and 
its immense and constant demand for raw 
material, could sustain so great an agricultural 
business as that of the combined corn-growing 
and corn-feeding industry.” And when he 
reflects on the economic progress made possible 
by the by-products of meat-packing, his voice 
quivers with eniotion, “It is inipossible,” he 
exclaims, “to realise the extent to which this 
touches every physical element in our every- 
day life—from making worn-out and barren 
lands yield bounteous crops to supplying the 
buttons on our coats.” 

Such rhetoric as this will not help the catise 
of the packers. And we can only advise Mr, 
Armoury in the slang of his own Chicago, to 
“let go the flying rings, and get back to the 
green earth” 

Poetry (or is it “guff’ ) cannot reassure us, 
The one thing needed to allay the public sus- 
picion is a rigorous and honourable inspection, 
which can neither be shirked nor evaded, Mr, 
Armour says that it pays the packer to be 
honest, That it not enough Before we will 
buy the packer’s wares again the law of the 
United States must see to it that the packer 
is honest whether it pays him or not, 

If further proof is needed of what the 
London Press think of Mr, Armour’s publica- 
tion, we append an extract from the “Morn- 
ing Post” : 

With regard ts the “Jungle” revelations Mr. 
Armour hardly gives himself space for more 
than direct denials. In his own business “not 
one atom of any condemned animal or carcass 
finds its way, directly or indirectly, from any 
source into any food-product or food-ingre- 
dient.” It is very difficult for the British 
public without sworn evidence, before them 
either to accept or to reject this assertion off- 
hand. But they will certainly not be conyinc- 
ed by any mere assertions either that ‘the 
self-interest of the packer will compel clean- 
liness even without inspection, or that there is 
efficient inspection because a Government in- 
Spector is appointed. The British public know 
by their own experience that though ultimately 
sound business may prove to be the best 
business, yet large interim profits may be made, 
and will be made, by unsound business; that 
bad food, bad milk, bad houses may and will 
be supplied at the expense of the people's 
health, unless the State takes measures* to 
prevent it by positive regulation. They know 
also by their own" experience that regulation is 
useless without efficient inspection, and that 
efficient inspection is very hard to. secure, 
These things the British public know. What 
they want to know further is this: Why did 
the American packing firms resist. tooth and 
nail Mr. Roosevelt’s recent proposals for 
making inspection effective? That question 
is not answered at all by Mr. Armour. Till 
it is answered satisfactorily the case against 
the packing firms remain’ unrefuted.

TINNED MBATS IN EGYPT. 
To tue Epitor or THe “Eoyprian Gazette’. 

Sir,—With reference to the publication, by 
the Press of this country, opon the Neill- 
Raynolds report, on Chicago packing house 
conditions, all tending to create the belief that 
the large packers of this country are in the 
barinessof selling condemned and diseased meat 
to thepablic, those attacks, however anjast,maat 
arrest if not destroy an important branch of the 
food trade at a time when life is getting dearer 
from day to day. The British public have taken 
the alleged exposures very much to heart, and it 
ia the daty of the Press to restore public confi- 
dence in canned goods ; therefore we take the 
liberty in sending yoo s statement made by 
Chicago Packers, by the “Standard” represen- 
tative and by. the “Tribune” correspondent, 
showing that the present ontory is* grossly 
exaggerated. 

Messrs. Armour and Company of Chicago, 
Kaneas City, Omaba, St. Louis and of London, 
whom we represent, have authorized us to 
make the following positive statement on 
their behalf : 

All beef, pork, motton, or other food ; ro- 
dacte, canned or otherwise, chipped from our 
packing houses are inspected in accordance 
with the Act of Congrese, March 8rd, 1891, 
which provides—" that the Secretary of Agri- 
“ cnltare shall cause to be made carefal inspeo- 
“ tion of all live animals and the meat thereof 
“intended for export, and that no steamer 
“ may clear from our porta carrying meat pro- 
* daots until the certificates of the Department 
* of Agriculture shall have been obtained and 
“filed with the proper port authorities. ” 

Farthermore, every carcass or part thereof 
found by the United States’ Government 
Tngpectors to bein any way diseased or unfit 
for food is condemned by and destroyed under 
the personal supervision of the U.S. Govern- 
ment’s Inspectors. : 

We enclose forther a sommary of the 
results of Government investigations of 
Chicago packing, showing that the foods 
issued by Messrs. Armour and Company are 
above reproach and that the public may con- 
sume the canned provisions coming from thie 
establishment without the slightest shade 
apxiety. ° 

In view of all these circumstances, and of 
the fact that the prevalent abuse is largely 
the resalt of the example set by many of our 
leading newspapers, would it not be a worthy 
and honourable step on the part of your 
journal to check once for all these false 
statements. 

This appeal to your sense of justice and 
hononr is made in the interest of international 
goodwill, and we feel sure that it will not be 
made in vain.

Sir,—Roferring to the rather strange article 
signed “Sanitas” about tinned meats, whidle 
appeared in your iesue of yesterday, we beg 
to point out that there is no trath whatever 
in the scandalous stories which bave been 
publifhed about the Chicago packing houres. 
“'Sanitas” seems to have been led away by 
the “Yellow” j: urnals, who care for nothing 
bat the publication of something sersational, 
in order to increage their circulation. 

We hold at the disposal of “Sanitas” the 
extract from the Report of the Committee of 
the U.S. Department of Agricultare, showing 
that the charges brought up by the “Jungle” 
are all false. This journal who talks lightly 
does not seem to realiaa that a violation 
entails on employer and employee a penalty 
of 12 months’ imprisonment and a fine of 1000 
dollars for each offence. 

The Mediosl Magezine, edited by Mr. A. 
G. Auld, M.D., M.R.C.P,, of London, writes as 
follows :— 

“The presumption that the foods issoed 
“by Messrs, Armour & Company of Chicago 
“etc. were objectionable is prima facie

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BLEMENTARY EDUCATION 
IN EGYPT. 


To tue Epiton or THE “Eayprian Gazetrs.” 


Sir,—Alt*hongh Ezypt had for long been 
steeped in an ignorance which threatened to 
erase the reminiscen: e+ of her glorious past, yet 
ciroumstances have pitied oar social sitaation, 
by sending as reformers who after di:gaosing 
oor disease preacribed an «flic cions remedy. 
They discovered that the min factor of this 
backwardness was tho neglect of the educa‘ion 
of lower class Egyptiaus, so that the contrast 
between the poor illiterates and the educated 
led to misanderstandirgs. ‘They realised that 
the best means of avoiding sach: prevailing 
misapprebension was the education of that 
popu!ace. 

These reformers bezar, therefore, to devise 
waya aud means, starting with the village 
Kattabs scattered throughont the country. 
‘hia task Government placed in the hands 
of the Ministry of Pablic Instruction, which 
drew up for the parpoze a «pecial scheme under 
the heading of the ‘Kattab Vontribution.’ 

This scheme entitled the Fiki of a Kattab, 
who is subject to the Ministry, to aa annaal 
subsidy. 

Experienced and capable masters fom the 
Arabic Training C llega were therefore selec- 
ted to inspect the Kattabs that were pat under 
the care of the Ministry and to instruct the 
‘fikis’ how to teach, organise, an! manage. Toe 
inspectors did their duties so well that the 
namber of Kattab3 subjact to the Ministry's 
inspection began to rise gradoa'ly, amounting 
this year to 4,400 Kattabs. 

With the object of farther improvement the 
Ministry decided that these village rchool 
masters should know something more than the 
Koran. They decided to give them private tai- 
tion on the afterooonsof Thursdays and Fridays 
(the only leisare of Fikis) in all the Govern- 
ment schools and proper Kattabs. Thanks to 
this measare Arabic (dictation, reading, com- 
position and grammar), arithmetio (from digits 
to weights and measare3) and Arabic penman- 
ship are now thoroughly taaght by the masters 
of the Governmeut Schools ia the different 
centres. Av annual examination is held in the 
various centres. Successfal candidates receive 
either Fiki or teacher's certificate for two- 
thirds of the total marks, or an “Arif” (papil 
Piki) Certificate for one third of the maximum 
marks, 

In the examination this year more than 500 
fikis and arifs were sucvessiul. Certificates 
entitle holder toemyloy iu theorganised kattabs 
belonging to the Ministry, to a monthly salary, 
and to exemption from military service daring 
such employ. The Ministry of I[nstraction 
feeling that the namberw of successfal cao- 
didates graduated every year does not meet 
the requirements of the kuttabs, decided lately 
to establish day schools for masters and mis- 
tresses of kuttabs. A couple of years ago it 
founded the Abde!.Aziz Schoel at Cairo; last 
year one at Fayoum was opened, aad one this 
year at Ka'ioab. It is, however, expected that 
in conree of time more schools will bs erected. 
The natives feeling the benefit of this scheme 
supported the Ministry with “all their might. 
Almost every notable, singly or with the help 
of his fellow villagers built a new kattab on 
plans made by the lospector iu the most 
hygienic spot. As a Headmaster of a 
national school in Lower Egypt the writer 
visited many a recently built kattab. Besides 
being well built they contain ample accommois- 
tion and the rooms are wellisired. Tho i tra
